Weakness of Submariné 

Lies in Her Batteries 
The 800-ton submarine can make 

about 18 knots with her gasoline en- 

gines on the surface, and when she 

is submerged she can run from 10 to 


12 knots (sea miles) at full speed—| 


when her batteries are virtually ex- 
hausted. On the other hand, she can 
cruise under water at five knots an 
hour for 20 hours, and at one and a 
half knots for 70 hours. Under water 
she has to keep going or she slides to 
the bottom like a copper penny, and 
if she submerges more than 200 feet 
the water pressure becomes so great 
that her plates are unable to resist it, 
and she is lost. After a hundred miles 
or so of under-water travel she is 
forced to come up and the game con- 
sists in having a patrol boat or de- 
stroyer on the spot. 

The problem in its final analysis 
resolves itself into a matter of a suf- 
ficient number of patrols, and this 
sufficient number is at present lack- 
ing.

He 
explained his reasons on the ground that there 
never was a question of money where American 
patriotism was involved and that a direct appeal 
to them of the, great necessities involved in re- 
habilitating the active forces of the American Red 
Cross would be sufficient. He further explained 
to them that he believed the American National 
Red Cross should be reorganized ‘on a basis of war

The result was that he was'offered by the Pres- 
ident the chairmanship of the War Council, which 
was practically organized on the basis of his in- 
dividual outline. Mr. Davison gave his services 
voluntarily, together with the vast organization 
of the Morgan firm. Speaking of the work before 
him, Mr. Davison said today: 

“The money contribution requested by the War 
Council of the American National Red Cross, $100,- 
000,000, is actually a war measure, because it pro- 
vides the means by which we shall not only take 
care of our American soldiers on the battlefield 
in Europe, but we shall provide for the hearten- 
ing of our allies who have borne their suffering 
with such wonderful endurance.

The British Government 
had no time in which to consider these organized 
qualities of humanity and mercy, which the War 
Council of the American Red Cross has associated 
with the United States Government. We in Amer- 
ica have a little more time; we are learning much 
by the demonstration of horrors ani difficulties 
which the foreign Governments have had to meet. 

“The President has set aside the week of June 
18 to 25 for a unanimous appeal to the nation to 
contribute towards the fund of $100,000,000 to be’

_ Greely on the tobboggan of discarded seers, 
whence presently he landed at the foot 
of the hill, at a place called Appomattox. 
Maxim has apparently failed to take cog- 
nizance of the fate of his predecessor. 

Granting that men are lost in warfare, 

_ it does not necessarily follow that many 
American troops will be lost. When our 
troop fleet sails, it will be adequately con- 
voyed by our navy and warships of our 
European allies. A considerable fleet is 
practically safe against submarines. At 
present our allies are more than holding 
their own in France. The fresh and well 
equipped American army will be clear re- 
serves, to storm the jaded and starved Ger- 
mans. Russia has indeed recently been. 
remiss owing to intoxication of her newly 
donned liberty. But Japan has just read 
the law of the allies to the Bear, and Elihu 
Root gives another lesson. With these

‘The Liberty Loan is a triumph of democratic 
finance. “: : | , nag 

Nearly 3,000,000 Americans subscribed nearly 
$3,000,000,000 for the bonds. The greatest loan 
in the history of the Unjted States scored the 
greatest success. 

We call it democratic finance, because never 
before has a Government loan been so thor- 
oughly popular in the method of handling it atid in 
the proportionate number of subscribers. The 
bonds were sold direct to the people by the Gov- 
ernment, without bankers’ syndicates or under- 
writers or other middleman agencies. There was 
no bidding and no commissions. The purchasers 
bought the bond at par and the Government got 
every dollar paid for them. The loan was as great 
an advance towards democracy in Governnient 
finance as the selective draft waasin the mode o 
raising armies. The burdens of war in money 
as in service are distributed among the people 
of all kinds and conditions. : 

The significant and inspiring feature of the 
loan was the numberof small subscribers. At 
least 2,000,000 Americans who never bought a 
Government bond before will-own a Liberty Bond 
‘and will thus have a direct interest in the Gov- 
ernment and a money investment in the demo- 
cratic war. 

The loan was a tremendous demonstration of 
the unity of the American people in the purpose 
to make war effectively and of the resources of 
the American people. These resources have not 
yet been touched and great groups of citizens 
capable of subscribing were not sufficiently moved 
by the wave of patriotic sentiment and awak- 
ened comprehension 'of the value of the loan in 
both a mora! and financial sense actually to sub- 
scribe. We do not doubt these groups will be in 
line at the next sale of war bonds. The methods 
of sale should be even more democratized for the 
second loan, which is planned for the autumn, 
when the crops are in and the proceeds in the 
pockets of producers.

Day, when the President voiced his ringing call 
to the battle of democracy, this great democratic 
demonstration of the united will of the people 
to press the war to victory was practically com- 
preted. 

_It was the response of Americans to the call for 
money as the 10,000,000 registration in the draft 
was the response in men and the vast appropria- 
tions and plans for ship-building and munition- 
making are the response in ships and aircraft, 
guns and shells.

We are 
answering the sneers of military autocrats with 
preparations for tremendous war forces. We have 
given notice to the Hohenzollerns and the Haps- 
burgs, the Turkish Sultan and the Bulgar Czar 
that all the might of America will bar their path 
to brutal conquest.

GREATEST OF INDIAN LEADERS. 

No selection could have been happier as Okla- 
homa’s representative in the Hall of Statues at 
the Capitol in Washington than that of a plastic 
figure of Sequoyah, the inventor of the Cherokee 
written language. 

Though he was born and lived almost all his 
life in Georgia, Oklahoma has much the better 
claim to him. The service he rendered was of 


but an inconsiderable portion of his fellow tribes- 
men were permanently located aftef an enforced 
and tragic removal from their Georgia homes. 
Unable himself to read or write in any language, 
Sequoyah knew in a vague way of the white man’s 
ability to commit thoughts to the written or print- 
ed page and conceived the idea of placing a like 
agency of progress in the hands of the untutored 
herokees. \ 

He had first to reduce the spoken language to 
a system of phonetics—which he did in a manner 
commanding the admiration of scientists. After 
his exhaustive inventory of phonetic values he 
then had to devise or adapt characters to repre- 
sent the various sounds. 

Despite the fact that his syllabary, conceded to 
be one of the most perfect ever devised, must fal] 
more and more into disuse as the Cherokee adopt 
American ways, he was one of the really great 
men of America and of America’s aborigines the 


greatest.

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PLAYING WITH DYNAMITE. 
Every vote in Congress against the food control 


bill is a vote to increase still further the high 
cost of living, which has already become almost 
intolerable. 

It is thus a vote for bread riots not only in this 
country, but in Great Britain and France. 

It is a vote to strengthen the hands of Ger- 
many, crippling the economic resources of the 
democratic nations that are battling against au- 
tocracy. 

Whatever the professional motives of the op- 
ponents of this measure may be, they are help- 
ing Germany and weakening the United States 
when they seek to deny their own Government a 
power that has become vital to the winning of the 
war. Some of them say that the bill practically 
creates a dictatorship. We have a dictatorship 
now, but it is not vested in a responsible Govern- 
ment. It is vested in food gamblers and food 
speculators and food monopolists who control the 
markets and squeeze every possible penny from 
the necessities of the distracted consumer.

Cold storage figures which were made public 
recently show that in poultry alone the amounts 
held in refrigerators have increased by tens of 
millions of pounds during the last year. The per- 
centages of increase vary from 290 to 976, and the 
public is taxed to pay for it. Every necessary of 
life tells a similar story of extortion. 

The gentlemen in Congress who are trying to 
balk this bill seem to have little understanding 
either of public sentiment or of the food condi- 
tion of the country. At the present prices of food 
the average American family can just about man- 
age to live. The ordinary wage earner, the man 
of moderate salary, can barely stagger along under 
the burden that is impobked upon him. Each 
month the situation grows worse instead of bet- 
ter, and unless there is legislation that will pro- 
tect the American people and protect their allies, 
this country can easily be brought to the verge of 
a social revolution by any glib demagogue who 
ventures to take advantage of the opportunities 
made for him by Congress. 

The ultimate issue of the war is likely to turn 
upon the skill and efficiency with which the food 
problem is solved in the United States. A Con- 
gress that conscripts bread winners but gives 
bread gamblers a license to prey upon the people 
is inviting disaster. The men who are fighting 
this bill are playing with dynamite. 
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Those Liberty Bonds you bought are your first 
papers of citizenship in the new world democracy. 
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GOV. FEEGUSON’S VETO ‘‘JOKE.’’ 
Texas is struggling to understand the most 
serious joke the people of that State have heard 
of.

N a publication, called ‘‘Omens of the Great War’’ 
the following remarkable allegory written by 
Brother Johannes 300 years ago appears.

The Black Hagle wil! come from the country of 
Luther, will surprise the Oock from another side, and 
will invade the country of the Cock up to the middle 
of it. 

The White Eagle coming from the North will sur- 
prise the Black Eagle and the other Eagle will in- 
vade the country of the Antichrist from one end to 


the other. 

The Black Eagle will see himself forced to liber- 
ate the Cock in order to fight the White Bagle and 
the Cock will pursue the Black Eagle into the country 
of the Antichrist to help the White Eagle. 

The battles fought up to then will be as nothing 
compared to those which will take place in the coun- 
try of Luther, for the Seven Angels will together pour 
in the fire of their censors on the impious Earth, 
which signifies that the Lamb will order the exter- 
mination of the race of Antichrist. 

When the Beast dees that he is lost, he will become 
furious, and for many months the beak of the White 
Eagle, the claws of the Leopard, and the spurs of 
the Cock will furiously strike at him.

That they wanted Austria was noth-

Widow’ of Steel Man, Who 
Quickly Married English Title 
Holder, Opens Fight.

NEW YORK, June 16.—Mrs. Gertrude 


‘I North, once a chorus girl of Broadway 


and later wife of James Pollock Mc- 
Quaide, precipitated. a legal fight over 
his estate in the Surrogate Court. She 


seeks the largest share of the fortune of 
$10.000.008. which McQuaide made in the 
steel business. He’ was at one time 
associated with Andrew Carnegie. 

Mra. North, formerly Miss Gertrude 
Reynolds, was the third wife of the 
wealthy man. Two weeks after his death 
she married Hylton George Morton 
North, second son of a brother of the 
Farl of Guilford. As Mrs. North she 
filed in the court a petition to remove 
Mrs. Sarah S. McQuaide, second wife of 
McQuaide, as administratrix of his es- 
tate. Mrs. North says that Mrs. Mc- 
Quaide is not duly qualified to act, 

Mrs. McQuaide lives in New Rochelle, 
N. Y. She will contest the petition of 
Mrs. North in the court next month. 
McQuaide was a widower when he mar- 
ried Mrs. McQuaide, at Seabright, N. J., 
in 1891. Later he obtained a divorce in 
Florida and married the present Mrs. 
North. Not long after his marriage 
Mrs. McQuaide began an action for a di- 
voree, alleging that the Florida divorce 
was invalid. In 1912 MceQuaide went to 
England, where he purchased of the late 
Henry la Bouchiere, editor of the Lon- 
don Truth, the Alexander Pope villa at 
Twickenham, Middlesex County. 

McQuaide died there July 10, 1915, leav- 
ing the greater part of his fortune to his 
last wifc, the present Mrs. North. The 
second Mrs. McQuaide obtained letters 
of administration in the estate while the 
third wife became Mrs. North and went 
to Europe. Mrs. North asserts that she 
was named as executrix in a late will, 
and that Mrs. McQuaide has no right to 
act as administratrix of the property.

JACKSON, Mich., June 16.—Presence

shall have something to say about 
this matter later.

Because that 1s the place to protect 
America, That is the place where the 
submarines are operating, and if En- 
gland succumbs it will be for us a case~ 
te use a favorite expression of Mr. Billy 
Sunday’s—of “‘good- -mght.” As a mat- 
ter of fact, if it hadn’t been for the 
British navy in the past it would have 
been @ case of “good-night”’ long agc 
But we shall have something to say 
about this matter later. Suffice it to 
add that I make no reflection whatever 
fn the personnel, on the officers and 
men of our own navy. 


Stopping the Rat Hole. 


The submarines are the rats—a new 
and treacherous and venomous breed. 
They continue to escape from their 
holes and overrun the seas. 
have revolutionized the naval prob- 
lem, and as a consequence a novel 
kind of sea expert is being developed, 
who may be called the rat-catcher. 
In these days he is sitting up nights. 

Now the logical and time-honored 
method of catching rats is to stop 
up their holes—something that is 
easier said than done. A glance ata 
chart of the North Sea shows one 
narrow outlet at the Straits of Dover, 
and, as a matter of fact, this hole is 
stopped up: but to the northward 
there is a great big hole about 240 
miles wide from Rattray Head to the 
coast of Norway. Since we have come 
into the war I have read in the news- 
papers and often discussed the pro- 
posal to net and mine this stretch. 

It is a problem for experts, and 
there are arguments for and against 
the plan. Its friends declare that the 
depth of the water—averaging 655 
fathoms almost all the way across— 
is not too great for the anchoring of 
mines and nets. Near the Norway 
coast the bottom dips to 147 fathoms: 
but even this channel, they insist, 
could be bridged. -.ngle-Saxon per- 
sistence and obstinacy might eventu- 
ally accomplish it. At present the 
rats, escaping from Zeebrugge or the 
Baltic, sneak northward along the 
sh res and reach the coast of Nor- 
way, where there are deep passages 
within the three-mile limit behind 
the numerous islands there; finally 
they emerge into the open and make 
their way around the Shetlands into 
the Irish Sea and Atlantic. Thi« 
business of permitting German sub- 
marines to use its territorial waters 
would not seem calculated to make 
Norway popular amongst the allies. 

Nerway Is “Sawbucked.” 

But it must be remembered that Nor- 
way is in a position which we Americans 
somewhat vividly describe as “saw- 
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bucked,”’ another way of saying that she 
is between the devil and the deep sea. 
One surmises that Norway is rapidly get- 

ing into a state of mind that will dispose 
her to choose the deep sea. At any rato, 
if German vessels are allowed to take 
advantage of these waters, there is no 
reason to helleve that a similar courtesy 
should not be extended to our allies and 
ourselves. 

Granting for the sake of argument that 
the plan of stretching nets and mines 
from England to Norway may in the 
future be practicable, when the proper 
amount of material is at hand, and al- 
ways providing that Britain has not 
been starved in the meanwhile, another 
way of handling the situation would 
seem to be to establish a patrolled area 
240 miles long from Rattray Head in 


Scotland to the coast of Norway, and ap-| 


proximately 120 miles wide—or a. little 
more than the under-water cruising rad- 
ius of a submarine. 

If this area were adequately covered 
the escaping submarines would be forcec. 
dewn on sighting the ‘southern line of 
vessels, and compelled to travel say 105 
miles under water, Then they would 
have to come up. If a submarine rose in 
the interval, she would be spotted and 
kept inside the patrolling circle until she 
appeared again. 

It was suggested by an officer to whom 
I spoke of this plan that it w@ld make 
for greater efficiency if the patrol were 
kept moving to and fro # miles, say, in 
every direction, north and south. To 
carry out this plan perhaps 12 lines of 
boats would be necessary for the whole 
distance of 120 miles, making the lines 
10 miles apart. The result is 578, or say 
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576 destroyers, patrol boats and trawlers 
—not an excessive number if all could be} 
concentrated on this one spot instead of 
‘being scattered as at present, watching 
for rats over a vast area of the high 
seas. I have not seen the plan suggested, 
but doubtless as more boats are supplied,

The 
work here is under the direction of 
Shapleigh as ‘‘Capta@in General,’’ who 
has drafted into the service by the Cam- 
paign Executive Committee composed of 
N. A. McMillan, chairman; Walker Hull, 
Breckenridge Jones, Festus J. Wade, E. 
B. Prior, Ff. O. Watts and Edwards 
Whitaker. Oscar M. Miller, representa- 
tive of the War Finance Committee, 
Washington, is aiding in an advisory 
capacity. 

At the dinner 5000 namer will be dis- 
tributed among the captains and their 
lieutenants from which to select a list 
whom they will personally call upon 
and ask for assistance in this human- 
tarian work.

“We have profited perforce from the 
sacrifices and sufferings of our brave 
allies,”” said Shapleigh. “‘We have be- 
come the market place of theaorld. The 
war has sent great riches, great pros- 
perity, to our country. Nearly three 
years of this prosperity and security 
have been vouchsafed to the American 
people. 

“Now, at once, imnfediately, there is 
need for action with all of our resources 
of men and money and sympathy—and 
the.Jast is scarcely less important than 
the first and second. What are we go- 
ing to do? It is up to the American peo- 
ple. 

“We want subscriptions from every- 

body, rich, well-to*do, poor. This war 
fund to which St. Louis people are asked 
to contribute, must be a national under- 
taking in the finest and most thorough 
sense of the word.

He has an office at No. 6 Harcourt 
street, just round tie corner from 
St. Stephen’s Green, the center of 
Dublin. The building is an old three- 
story affair, which was a fine resi- 
dence about a hundred years ago. 
On the first floor.a Sinn Fein bank 
has its headquarters, with a rusty 
safe, a counter and a couple of soiled 
ledgers. Some of Griffith’s faithful 
followers bank with him as well as 
support his paper. 

The headquarters of the Sinn Fein / 
is in a back room on the second floor. 
The front room is the editorial sanc- 
tum, business office, circulation bu- 
reau and general plant of Nationality. 
The rear room is a meetifig place for 
Griffith’s lieutenants, Where they 
solemnly - plan. out schemes _ for 
throwing over Great Britain and es- 
tablishing the Irish republic. About 
five nights a week,one of the com- 
mittees meets, with Griffith at the 
head of the table. They receive re- 
ports from all sctions of the coun- 
try, where minor committees propa- 
gate the creed. 

Sinn Fein is an atmosphere. It ex- 
tends into all sections of Ireland. 
Every city, every town, every rural 
community has its Sinn Fein leader. 
In some sections it is extremely 
strong. In others it is virtually with- 
out influence. There are two brands 
of Sinn Fein. One is the dyed-in-the- 
wool physical force Sinn Feiner who 
is perfectly willing and anxious to 
start a riot or a revolution at any 
time. It was these simon-pure Sinn 
Feiners who started the Haster re- 
bellion. 

Griffith Only a “Mental Sinn.” 
Griffith, although the apostle of all 
Sinn Fein, is not a physical force ad- 
vocate—not publicly at least. He is a 
“mental” Sinn Feiner. He believes in 
the printing press and not in the gat- 
ling gun. This is why he was not shot 
with Casement and the physical force 
advécates, who wrecked Sackwell Street, 
killed a few hundred troops and some 
bystanders.

LONDON, June 1.—Sweeping changes 
in the election system in this country 
are provided for in a bijl now before 


Parliament. Proportional representa- 
tions which aims to give all elements a 
larger voice in the Government, the 
granting of the vote to women more 
than 30 years old, and giving the fran- 
chise to all soldiers and sailors are th* 
outstanding features of the measure. 
This new franchise reform bill, of: 
ficially known as the representation of 
the people’s bill, is to a large extent the 
result of investigations conducted over 
a period of nearly 10 years by a royal 
commission appointed ‘“‘to examine the 
various schemes which have been 
adopted or proposed in order to secure 
a fully representative character for 
popularly elected legislative bodies." 
Here are some of the provisions of ‘the 
| bill now before Parliament: 
| Two Votes and No More. 

Men of 21 years and over to have a 
vote on the basis of six months’ resi- 
dence or occupation of business prem- 
ises. An elector may have two votes and 
no more—one for residence in one con 
stituency and one for business premises 
of the value of £10 a year, in another. 

Any woman of 30 years old who is 
entitled to vote at the municipal elec 
tions, or who is the wife of any man 
ree is entitled tO vote at such election, 
s to be entitled to vote in the nationai 
elections for members of Parliament. 

Soldiers and sailors of legal age to be 
qualified to vote in the area in which 
they ordinarily reside. 

‘Half-yearly revision of the national 
voting list and all elections for Parlia- 
ment to be held on the one day. 

Proportional representation in ex- 
tensive urban areas, and redistribution 
of seats on a basis of population. 

One member of Parliament for every 
70,000 of the population. No member 
for a town under 50,000, 

The provisions of the women’s suf- 
frage and proportional representation 
clauses are left for final decision by 
the House of Commons; they may be 
modified as suits the judgment of the 
majority of the members. 

System Used in Belgium. 

The proportional representation fea- 

ture of the bill has attracted most at- 
tention here. It provides for, many 
changes Mm the system of representation, 
chief of which perhaps is that it gives 
the constituents of defeated candidates 
for member of Parliament in a three- 
cornered fight actual representation in 
the Government. The system had been 
in force in Belgium for,20 years before 
the war and has just been adopted in 
Holland. 
' Here is an example of the system 
which the reform remedies: In a district 
having 5000 registered voters there are 
three candidates for one vacant seat. 
Suppose that candidate A polls 2000 
votes, candidate B polls 1800 votes and 
candidate C polls 1200 votes. The result 
is that candidate A is returned at the 
head of the poll with 200 votes, while 
3000 voters have signified their unwil)- 
ingness to have him as their represent- 
ative. 

TO prevent this return of plurality 
candidates it is proposed to introduce 
the alternative vote into the nation's 
electoral system. Instead of putting a 
cross (x) on the ballot against the 
name of the candidate he prefers, the 
voter, under the system of the alterna- 
tive votes, would place the numeral 1 
against the candidate’s name and the 
numeral 2 against the name of the can- 
didate who came next in his choloe.

The new theater seats 9260 persons. 
An accurate total of its cost has not 
been reached, but its building was 
financed with $13,000, one-half of 
which was provided by the Entertain- 
ment Board of the recent conVention 
of the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World, and one-half by the city. 

The Entertainment Board first ap- 
proached Cunliff with a plan to use 
the temporary municipal theater, and 
Proposed to spend $6000 for seats. 
Cunliff countered with a proposal 
that the $6000, and an equal amount 
to be appropriated by thé city, should 
be spent for permanent construction, 
and that the seats should be other- 
wise provided for.

Market Producers Profit. From 
Early Vegetables Before 
Amateur Harvest Begins.

Food production on the truck farms 
of St. Louis County this year has been 
the greatest ever known. For weeks the 
truck farmers within a few miles of the 
city have been supplying the local mar 
ket with great quantities of lettuce, 
cabbage, beets, asparagus, rhubarb, 
cauliflower, radishes, turnips, gree: 
peas, spinach, green onions and some 
other vegetables. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who made 
a tour of the truck farms of the nofrth- 
central section of the county found 
that every acre of available ground was 
in use and that the residents of the 
county towns and the farmers who 
grow the usual farm crops all have 
planted large gardens. Thousands of 
vacant lots in the county not heretofore 
in use have been converted into gar- 
dens. If the season should continue 
favorable, the potato production in the 
county will exceed by many thousands 
of bushels that of any previous year. 
Potatoes may be seen growing in the 
gardens of every home owner. 

Prices Much Reduced. 

The result ot the gardening campaign 
is that staple vegetables may be pur- 
chased at most reasonable prices in 
the markets. There has been such an 
enormous production of radishes and 
lettuce that they have become so cheap 
the professional gardeners are making 
no further atteinpt to market them. So 
many peopic, both in the city anc cnuun- 
ty, produced their own lettuce and rad- 
ishes that the demand for these products 
was greatly reduced The season has 
heen excellent for early crops. 

The successtul truck farmers savy thx’ 
in spite of the unusually large lore 
production of vegetables they have had 
exceptionally -cood- markets for the 
greater part of their crops. The truck 
farnrers' who grew ‘hothouse’ cauliflower 
received as high as $3.60 a box of 12 tu 
!16 heads for their first output. When 
the field caulif!ower came in, they were 
mnble to wget from $1 to $1.75 a box fur 
that. As the season advanced the price 
dropped to 4 cents a box. Some truck 
farmers complained that they could gel 
enly 25 cents a box for their cauliflowcr, 
but the more successful gardeners said 
they had no difficulty in disposing o* 
their crops at 40 cents a box. While they 
considered present prices rather low, 
they said that the better prices earlier in 
the season had enabled them to make é ' guar fio gh 
money, The cauliflower which is so!d|¥ Mit pac tga B bn oe 
by the truck gardener at 40 cents a box fancy and plain col- 
can be bought at wholesale on Third ana ors, Te.

Tomatoes to Be Late. 

The local tomato crop will be late 
this year on account of the cold spring, 
as tomatoes could not be planted until 
danger of frost was past. There are 
many truck farms in the country with 
25,000 to 40,000 growing tomato plants 
now 2 to 3 feet high and in bloom. 
Should the rains continue’ throughout 
the summer the tomato production 
the country will be heavy, as nearly all 
professional gardeners and the amateurs 
as well, have put out more plants than 
ever before. The local seedsmen say thar 
the demand fer farm and garden see.us 
this year has broken all records—in fac-. 
they say they have done two years’ 
business in one season. 

The truck farms, by hothouse produc- 
tion of plants, proper fertilization of 
soil and expert cultivation, are abie 
to put their vegetable crops on the 
market from two weeks to a month in 
advance of the amateur grown crops. 

At the ~aiting rooms of the suburba 
railroads any afternoon may be seen 
crowds of country dwellers hurrying 
home to get to work in the gardens 
Many persons who work in the city du:- 
ing the day, cultivate their gardens 
night and morning, Saturday afternoons 
and Sundays. It is not unusual to find 
in many of the smaller communities of 
the county the home owners in overalls 
nearly all day Sunday, working their 
gardens with hand cultivators, hoes, 
rakes and other implements. Many 
gardens have been producing from three 
to six weeks‘ nearly all the vegetables 
required for a family. 


Strawberries Are Plientiful. 

There is also a large production of 
strawberries in the county this season. 
The quailty is exceptionally good and 
the berries are now being gathered 
for the markets. . 

Strikes among strawberry pickers are 
reported in some sections of the couniv 
on account of a peculiar condition grow. 
ing out of a law which goes into effect 
in October requiring that all measures 
be of full quart size. In anticipation 
of this law, manufacturers have ceased [ 
making the smaller boxes which had 
been used for years. The new boxes 
are one-third larger than the old ones. 
The berry pickers have been phid at 
the rate of five to six centec a gallon, 
measurement being reckoned according 
to the old boxes. They refused to picx 
berries at the same rate when the new 
boxes were used. 


There are other complications resuit- 
ing from anticipation of this law. The 
cPates used by the producers would hold 
12 of the old boxes, but only nine of 
the new boxes. The producers are find- 
ing difficulty in selling the nine box 
crates at the same prices they received 
for the 12-box crates. The new boxes 
also cost $1 a thousand more than the 
old ones.

The Working People.

A great proportion of these ele- 
ments of the population are still either 
unenthusiastic about the war, or openly 
opposed to it. The influence of the 
Socialist group has been to hold back 
at every new development. At a meet- 
ing of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
held about a week before registration 
day, the proposition to support the 
Gompers resolution of confidence in the 
administration and approval of the war 
—a very mild resolution—there was bit- 
ter discussion and much opposition. Twu 
speeches, on opposite sides, will ex- 
press the divergent views of those pres- 
ent. G. W. Johnstone, an Englishman, 
opposed the resolution, saying: 

*“‘Look where Gompers and the rest 
of the officials have led us. They have 
pledged us for war. Instead of takiny 
the stand it has, the labor movemeni 
should have advised men not to register 
and have fought the draft. The allies 
can't whip Germany, so they come over 
and try to get the United States to 
help.”’ 

He was followed by Charles Dold, a 
German by birth, but an American by 
choice: 

“This is a war for democracy,’ he 
declared. “I am with my country, right 
or wrong, but my country is right. My

‘Foreign Element in Chicago. 

Many of the foreign-born workers of 
Chicago were opposed to conscription at 
heme and came here to escape it. They 
have a historical resentment against it, 
Raymond Robins told me that most of 
the Russians in Chicago were against 
the war. Many of the other foreigners 
are from the Central Empires—Germans, 
Austrians, Bohemians, Hungarians and 
have many relatives fighting on the oth- 
er side. Many are Socialists. 
A great influence I found in all the 
cities was the saloonkeepers. The sa- 
loonkeepers see more of the people and 
are closer to them than almost any other 
leadership. The saloon is the workins- 
an’s place of discussion, and this is es- 
pecially true of the foreigner. A great 
many saloonkeepers are German and 
Irish, both largely against the war or 
against England. Moreover, they are 
against the war because it threatens 
their business; they fear being closed up 
or of having the manufacture of liquor 
prohibited. 
They minimize the war also because 
it tends to make people careful and in- 
duces them to hoard their money and 
not spend it freely. Money put into Lib- 
erty Bonds does not come their way. 
And yet the workingmen, like the 
tarmets, have not opposed the draft, but 
registered promptly when the tinie 
came, and they have enlisted as freely 
as any other class. They are at work 
everywhere in factories and mills at 
high wages, actually producing the 
materials for war. Here again economtec 
forces all make for actual co-operation 
in war preparation, even though the 
sentiment is ‘divided and issues are still 
more or less hazy.

AUTHOR OF BOOK 
UN WAR PROBLEM 


Advocates “Supernational Law”’ 
as Means of Avoiding Future 
International Conflicts. 


“IS. THE PURPOSE OF U. S.” 


General Idea of St. Louis Law- 
yer Like That of League to 
Enforce Peace. 


““Supernationalism” is the title ofa 
book on the world war problem, writ- 
ten by William F. Woerner, §t. Louis 
lawyer and former Associate City Coun- 
selor, and published by the Nixon-Jones 
Printing Co. Woerner, who was the 
author of the mill-tax ordinance, and 
who was Democratic nominee for May- 
or in 1909, is the compiler of the 1907 


revised code of ordinances, and has-writ- 


ten legal books. He was a member of 
the first Missouri State Public Service 
Commission. 

A new name, “Supernational Law,” is 
given to his proposed selution of the 
war problem. The idea which he ad- 
vances is essentially the same as the 
central idea of the Ledgue to Enforce 
Peace. But thé author brings this idea 
up to date by declaring that the essen- 
tial and inner purpose of the entrance 
of the United States into the war was 
to establish a supernational code. | 

“The Unseen Hand that guides the 
destiny of nations,” he writes, “has 
beckoned America into the world war 
just at the psychological time and in 
the psychological manner, to enable— 
nay, command—her to fulfill her mis- 
sion among the nations of the globe. 

“Americanize the world! Such is the 
order. 

“As a neutral, an outsider, we could 
only suggest. Participation at an earlier 
time or for a selfish purpose would have 
been less effective. But the entry now, 
and how, changes the whole aspect of 
these momentous times. As a neutral, 
America had revealed her soyl in the 
President’s great epochal peace mes-

Europe Failed to Grasp It. 
“Europe read it, was amazed at the 
official expression of a conception new 


| to it, failed adequately to grasp it, did 


not alter its attitude, and went on fight- 
ing just as before. America convinced 
nobody, because she could get no ef- 
fective hearing for her message. 

“But entering the war as and when 
we did means that the mission of 


America—bringing peace through super- 


law to all the world. for all time—will 
be driven home as it could never have 


been in any other way.” 


He argues that the change which the 


United States ia to enforce upon the 
world must be a change in the relatian 
of nations to éach other, not a change 


in the internal Government of any na- 


tion, which will remain a matter to be 


determined by each nation for itself. 
No Democracy by Force. 

‘It is unthinkable,’ he writes, “‘that 

we mean to say that the United States, 

either alone or in conjunction with the 


allies, has any idea of intending to clap 
a democracy upon the German people 


from the outside, by force, or to com- 
pel the German Government to hand out 
an American-ready-made Constitutioa 
and form of Government to its people, 
or compel acceptance of any other kin 
of manufactured reform. That wero 
autocratic on our part far in excess of 
the most autocratic acts we are de- 
nouncing. It would be forcing our de- 
mocracy on the Germans and taking 
their autocracy for ourselves in ex- 
chance. The doom of autocracy, the de- 
mocratization of the German empire, 
must come from within. 

“We can only deal, and by our avow- 
als intend only to dea], with the Gov- 
ernment of Germany, and to impose 
upon it terms in so far as it comes in 


contact with us and the other nations,“ 


and to secure the rights of our and all! 
nations ageginst violations of nation4l 
rights. And the only method of obtain- 
ing, securing ard guaranteeing those 
rignts, is the establishment of a super- 
national iaw, binding and enforceabre. 
This then is the essence of the meaning 
of Améri¢a in this war. 

‘But it also inevitably follows that the 
terme and provisions of such a law must 
equally bind every other country, ani 
that it must secure the freedom and 
equality of every nation, those of the 
Central Powers included, both on land 


anid sea.”’ 


The New Principle. 

The principle of supernational Gov- 
ernment, he says, is\ essentially that 
of the superstate, or Federal, Goy- 
ernment of the United States. He 
cites the case of the controv 
Missouri! and Illinois, ov 
leged population of St.

which could be applied to interna- 
tional disputes if there existed a 
world court, with thé power of en- 
forcing its decrees. 

He also discusses the aeiaitbte dan- 
ger of succéssion from a supernation, 
by any nation which might think it 
self at a disadvantage under the 
workings of supernational law. He 
says the advantages of union will be 
vindicated in a world league as they 
have been in the United States, where 
no state or section would now think 
of taking up the outworn idea of 


secession.

McAdoo Announces Offering 
Will Be Limited to $2,000,- 
000,000 at This Time. 


WILL DECIDE ALLOTMENT 


Bonds Have Been Oversub- 
scribed From $700,000,000 to 
$900,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, June i6.—Secretary 
McAdoo announced tonight that no part 
of the great oversubscription to the 
Liberty Loan would be accepted, and 
that his statement of May 10, in which 
he declared that the issue would be lim- 
ited to $2,000,000,000, stocd gvod now as 
then. 

McAdoo's announcement will result in 
paring down hundreds of the larger sub- 


scriptions until the total balances the $2.- 


900,000,000 limit. 
How much will have to be taken from 


the amount the country offered to buy 
was still an unknown qvantity tonight. 
The oversubscription will not fall, it 
seemed certain, below $700,000,000 and 
may g0 as high as $900,000,0v0. 

Totals May Be Known Next Week. 

The grand total of subscriptions re- 
ceived at reserve banks up to noon Fri- 
day, the closing hour, will not be known 
until Monday at the earliest. The totai 
of subscriptions that reached the Fed- 
eral reserve banks after this hour prob- 
ably will not be .nown then. Indica- 
tions are that figures on the grand total 
of what the American people- were will- 
ing to take will not be available until 
the middle of next week, so great has 
been the excess. 

In disposing of reports that the amount 
of the issue might be enlarged to in- 
clude all offers, McAdoo issued the f.l- 
lowing statement: é, 

“Allotments of Liberty Bonds will not 
be made in excess of the $2,000,000,000 
offered. lI antiounced this on May 10, 
details. of the loan were first 
published” & f f 

“I have asked the reserve banks to 
tabulate separately, and oh supple- 
mentary lists the subscriptions received 
yesterday, June 15, after noon in order 
that. I may be in a position to consider, 
in making allotment of the $2,000,000,0v0 
of bonds, those applications, which 
through no fault of the subscriber 
(either because of delay on the part of 
the bank or trust company transmitting 
them, or congestion of the mails or at 
the doors of the Federal Regerve Banks 
at the moment of closing) are not re- 
corded on time. 

Awaits Heturns From Banks. 

“It is impossible now to foretell what 
decision will be made in this matter or 
to determine the basis upon which allot- 
ments will be made until substantially 
definitive returns have been received 
from the Federal Reserve Banks which 
were overwhelmed by the multitude of 
applications received at the last moment 

“I shall avail of the right reserved in 
the circular offering the bonds to allot 
in full upon applications for smaller 
amounts of bonds and to reduce allot- 
ments on applications for larger 
amounts, as such actiog will be clearly 
in the public interest.’’ 

McAdoo today acknowledged with ap- 
preciation the work of the forces of pub- 
licity which aided in the flotation of the 
loan, 

“The Liberty Loan campaign,”’ he 
said, ‘““was essentially one of education 
and without the generous and patriotic 
support of the press of the nation, the 
hope of those in charge that it would be 
a popular loan would not have been re- 
alized. The untiring efforts of the news- 
papers throughout the campaign were a 
constant inspiration to the various other 
groups of workers. 

Foreign Language Press Helped. 

“At a time when news space was at 
premium, the liberty loan was featured 
at length. The foreign language press 


in 36 languages gave daily proof of the 


undoubted loyalty of poeples of foreign 
birth. Every street car carried one or 
more cards, paper and metal billboards, 
electric sgins, movng picture slides and 
films, everywhere brought the liberty 
loan directly and squarely before the 
peop!e 

"“T shall be most grateful to the press 
if this acknowledgment is given wide 
publicity.” 

Reports to the Treasury at the time of 
closing today from all reserve banks 
stated that the work of tabulating re- 
turns was in progress at all banks ex- 
cept Atlanta, which had completed its 
compilation. In several cases it was stat- 
ed that tabulations probably could not 
be finished until Monday. 

In addition to the returns received 
from Federal reserve banks, a great 


fiood of subscriptions direct to the Treas- 


ury also was to be compiled. These sub- 
scriptions probably will be distributed 
to the respective reserve districts of 
their origin, swelling their totals. What 
the total of this batch of subscriptions 
would be was a matter of pure guess- 
work.

Spring May See 200,000 Men 
From America in France— 
Many Aviators Expected.

PARIS, June 16.—Although he has not 
yet had time to confer at length with 
his French associates, Major-General! 
Pershing has managed to have several 
brief talks with Marshal Joffre in the 
last two days and today, after lunch- 
eon at Great General Headquarters, he 
chatted for some time with Gen. Petain, 

the French commander in chief. 

It was the first time the two had ever 
met, and staff officers present say a 
mutual sympathy was established very 
rapidly, as, indeed, it had been with 
the Marshal, whom Pershing hail 
learned to esteem. in Washington. 

French Generals are delighted with 
the American commander, whose busi- 
ness-like appreciation of the situation 
they feel has not been dimmed by the 
splendor of his reception here and who 
is, above all things, eager to get to 
work. 

Staff In Its Headquarters. 

It is lWkely that the finishing 
touches to the program for the ar- 
rival, disembarkation and shipment 
to training. camps of the American 
troops will be added by Pershing and 


Joffre at a conference to be held early / 


next week. The General's staff al- 
ready is installed in its new quar- 
ters in the Rue Constantine, near the 
Invalides, and the General himself 
p:obably ,will spend most,of tomor- 
row closeted in the private office there 
with his principal Prench-American 
assistants. ’ 
Meanwhile the Americans are learn- 


ing to know and admire the soldiers 
of France and their Waders, and the 


French are getting a fuller realiza- 
tion.of just what the nature of the 
military aid from overseas will be, 
The tendency to exaggerate the im- 
mediate possibilities of Americap in- 
tervention so far as activities on the 
front are concerned, is disappearing. 
It is apparent now that the American 
army will play no important role on 
the actual firing line this summer, if, 
indeed, the olive drab boys are 
whipped into shape quickly enough 
to get any of them into the trenches 
before fall. The belief is general, 
however, that a considerable slice of 
the battle zone can be turned over to 
the United States forces by next 
spring—by April, provided an ade- 
quate solution is found for the trans- 
port problem. 


It is hoped there will be 200,000 of 
them on hand, ready for action, if that 
is done. 

Americans doubtless will be sent to 
the front in individual units long be- 
fore than in order to get them used to 
the trenches and the “shell music.”’ It 
is an axiom among French soldiers 
that a winter on the firing line saves 
many lives in the spring, for the cas- 
ualties are always greater among raw 
troops. 

Men who have lived in trenches even 
in quiet sectors are less likely to suffer 
in an offensive than those brought up 
straight from the rear. The French 
guarantee to train even the rawest 
recruits up to a point where he can 
be set to guard a tranquil Lit of the line 
within two or three months after their 
arrival in a training camp, but this 
rapid education in the art of war won't 
enable the American regiments, par- 
ticularly the artillery, to participate 
with the veterans of France in an on- 
slaught on a grand scale, of course. 

There is no reason to believe that 
the Washington general staff has 
abandoned the ideas it always held 
about desirability of building up 4 
great national army on American soll, 
and Joffre is fully in accord with the 
ideas which he has elucidated in de- 
tail to the French authorities since 
his return. 

Americans Stay in Allied Armies. 

The decision has been reached by 
Gen. Pershing to leave Americans now 
serving with the French and British 
forces where they are except in case 
of certain men holding commissions fn 
the allied army, whose transference 
to the United States army will prob- 
ably be asked for. 

Maj. Charles Sweeney, formerly 4& 
captain in the Foreign Legion, is an 
instance of this policy and there are 
a good many others in British regi- 
ments who will be extremely useful to 
Pershing. 

The Lafayette Escadrille will remain 
with the French indefinitely, it being the 
American policy rather to assist in sup- 
plying the allies with airmen than to 
substract from the numbers now avall- 
able on the front. 

General Pershing i¢ known to be keen- 
ly interested in the fiying service, 
which he considers of vital importance 
and which he already has discussed with 


things he is eager to bring into exist- 
ence in the shortest possible period. 


[PRESIDENT TELLS HOOVER 


TO ORGANIZE FOOD PROGRAM 
WITH VOLUNTEER FORCES 


Elimination of Waste and Economy Necessary, 
He Says-- Every Woman to Be Taught 
How to Buy and How to Save. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Congress’ 
delay in passing the ‘administration's 
food bills drew from President Wilson 
today an order directing Herbert C. 
Hoover to proceed immedately with or- 
ganization of the new food administra- 
tion insofar as it contemplates food 
conservation and elimination of waste 
through the co-vperation of volunteer 
forces. 

“While it would in many ways be de- 
sirable to await complete legislaton es- 
tablishing the food administration,’’ the 
President wrote, ‘it appears to me that 
so far as volunteer efforts can be as- 


sembled, we should wait no longer.”’ 

Plans for enlisting every housewife in 
the country as a voiunteer member of 
the food adininistration have been an- 
nounced by Hvover, who plans to reach 
the women through State councils and 
through various women’s organization. 
Every woman will be taught to save 
food in the kitchen and how to pur- 
chase for her family. 

President. Wilson's insistence that the 
food bills be speeded up caused the 
Senate today to put the food contro! bill 
next on the calendar, and the measure 
will be taken up Monday wher. the 
House also begins debate on the bill. 
Th; measure was reported to the Sen- 
ate today without recommendation. 

Wilson’s Letter to Hoover. 

The President's letter to Mr. Hoover 
follows: 

“It seems to me that the fnaugura- 
tion of that portion of the plan for food 
administration which contemplates a 
national mobilization of the great vol- 
untary forces of the country which are 
ready to work toward saving food and 


eliminating waste admits of no further 

delay. ; 
“The approaching harvest, the imme- 

diate necessity for wise use and saving, 


. not only in food but tn all other expen- 


ditures, the many undirected and over- 
lapping efforts being made toward this 
end, all press for national direction and 
inspiration. While it would in many 
ways be desirable to wait complete leg- 
islation establishing the food adminis- 
tration, it appears to me that so far as 
Voluntary éfforts can be assembied, we 
should not wait any longer, and, there- 
fore, I would be very glad if you would 
proceed in these directions at once. 

“The women of the nation are already 
earnestly seeking to do their part in 
this, our greatest struggle for the main- 
tenance of our national! ideals, and In no 
direction can they so greatly assist as 
by enlisting in the service of the food 
administration and cneerfully accepting 
its direction and advice. By so doing, 
they will inerease the surplus of food 
available for our own army and for the 
export to the allies. To provide ade- 
quate supplies for the coming year fs of 
absolute vital importance to the con- 
duct of the war, and without a very 
conscientious elimination of waste and 
very strict economy in our food con- 
sumption, we cannot hope to fulfill this 
primary duty. 


Gives Full “°~ . 

“Tt trust, therefore, that ® women 
of the country will not only respond 
to your appeal and accept the pledge to 
the food administration which you are 
proposing, but that all men also who 
are engaged in the personal distribution 
of foods will co-operate with the same 
earnestness and in the same spirit. I 
give you full authority to undertake any 
steps necessary for the proper organ- 
ization and stimulation of their efforts."

THREE STATES OUI, 
TOTALS 8,896, 730 


Selection of Exemption Tribunala 
the Only Remaining Problem 
for Authorities. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Registra- 
tions totaling 8,896,790 under the se- 
lective draft law had been reported 
tonight from 45 States and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The three States 
still missing are Massachusetts, Ken- 
tucky and Wyoming, whose aggregate 
is expected to bring the grand total 
close to 9,500,000. 

By the time the registration rolls of 
the Provost Marshal General are com- 
plete officials may be ready to pro- 
ceed with selections for the first war 
army increment. Work on the regu- 
lations to govern sélections and ex- 
emptions has continued while the 
totals were teing compiled, and it 
was indicated tonight that some an- 
nouncement might be expected within 
a few days. 

The great single problem presented 
is formulation of a policy on selecting 
exemption tribunals. Three plans are 
understood to be under consideration 
One would provide for appointment 
through the Governors of the states, 
a second through Federal Judges, and 
the third through a central committee 
to be located in Washington. 

Provost Marshal Crowder issued a 
statement tonight to make ft clear that 
registered men having business outside 
the country may leave if proper as- 
surances are given the War Depart 
ment. 

“Persons who have registered and 
who desire to leave the United States,”’ 
he said. “should first obtain permission 
in writing from the War Department to 
do so. This permission may be obtained 
by sending the applicant's registration 
certificate to the office of the Provost 
Marshal General, Washington, ~. C. 


The registration certificate should be 


accompanied by a statement signed by 
the applicant to the effect that he ac- 
cepts the following terms: 

“He ig Hable to draft unless exempt- 
ed. excluded or discharged therefrom; 
while absent from the United States, 
the burden of keeping himself informed 
as to whether or not his name has been 
drawn rests wholly upon himself; ff di- 
rected to do so, he will return to the 
United States at his own expense to ap- 
pear before an exemption board or to 
submit to examination for service. 

“He should also state what countries 
he desired to visit and to what ad- 
dress he wishes the permit sent. These 
permits are not passports. They are

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BODY OF GIRL 
MISSING 4 MONTHS 
FOUND IN CELLAR 


Ruth Cruger, 18, Buried in Bi- 
cycle Shop of Man Now 
Held in Italy. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Discovery 
today of the body of 18-year-old Ruth 
Cruger, the missing Wadleigh high 
school student, who had been mur- 
dered and then buried six feet under 
the cellar of a shop occupied by a 
bicycle dealer, who fled to Italy after 
she disappeared, cleared a mystery 
which had baffled the police for 
months. The girl’s skull had been 
crushed. 

Miss Cruger’s parents identified the 
body through articles of apparel she 
wore Feb. 13, the day she left home, 
and a high school ring. The police 
late today took into custody several 
persons. 

The ticycle shop to which the gir! 
went to have her skates sharpened 
the day she disappeared was con- 
ducted by Alfredo Cocchi, who fied 
from New York after the girl’s ab- 
sence from her home was reported 
to the police. He is held at Bologna, 
Italy, and an effort will be made to 
extradite him. Recently when de- 
tectives tried to dig up the cellar in 
a search for the body, Mrs. Cocchi 
refused to permit it. Today after she 
had left the place detectives entered 
and solved the mystery. 


The finding of the body is due 


}chiefily to the tireless work of Mrs. 


Grace Humiston, attorney for the 
Cruger family. 

For the last week she had laborers 
excavating under the sidewalk in front 
of the house, apparently convinced from 
information she gathered in her investi- 
gation that the body would be found 
where it was unearthed. A silk shirt- 
waist, a corset cover and a glove were 
found several days ago as a result of 
the digging, but these could not be“ident- 
ified as belonging to Miss Cruger. 
Coroner Riordan tonight issued a war- 
rant for the arrest of Mrs. Cocchi, 
charging her with being an accessory to 
the crime of murder.

TWO-MINUTE BATTLE IS LATEST 
BRITISH INVENTION IN FRANCE 


Tommies Spring a New One on the 
Germans and Surprise 175 
at Breakfast. 
By Associated Press. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCH, June 16.—The war's latest 
development is a two-minute battle. 

It took the British just that long 
to capture three-quarte of a mile 
of trenches on Infantry Hill, east of 
Monchy-le-Preux, Thursday morning. 
The time for “going over the top” 
was set for 7:25 and at 7:27 rockets 
signaled the fact all along the line 
attacked the objectives had. been 
taken. 

The British stole out of their 
trenches in broad daylight without a 
Single shot of artillery preparation, 
rushed across No Man's Land, sur- 
prised the German garrison at break- 
fast and took three officers and 175 
other prisoners. 

It wae only after they had accom- 
plished all this that the British bar- 
rage was placed behind the German 
positions in order to cut off any pos- 
sible relief or immediate counter at- 
tack. There were only two British 
casualties, and, on account of the sur- 
renders, comparatively few German. 
Two enemy machine guns captured 
had not fired a single round during 
the attack. 

One party of German officers at 
breakfast in a dugout refused to take 
seriously the sudden appearance of the 
British “‘Tommies” at the entrance to 
their underground dining room and 
their demand of surrender, and made 
for rifles and pistols. A hand grenade 
tossed among them closed the inolé 
dent.

Secretary at Princeton Com- 


mencement Declares Country 
Is Ready to Pay Price. 


CONDEMNS GERMAN PLANS 


Jusserand Dédlsires Allies Could 
Not Quit——Recalls That 
America Never Lost War. 


PRINCETON, N. J., June 16.—Amer- 
ica has counted the cost in entering 
the war and is ready to pay the price, 
no matter how great, to secure world 
triumph of democracy over absolut- 
ism and the crushing of Prussian 


despotism, Secretary of State Lan- 
sing said today at the 170th com- 
mencement of Princeton University. 

Secretary Lansing’s address fol- 
lows: 

“This is an occasion which will be 
memorable to all of us who have to- 
day been honored by this great uni- 
versity, not only on account of the 
honors conferred upon us, but be- 
cause these ceremonies express an 
idea in harmony with the spirit of 
the time. 

Unity of Purpose Shown. 

“Gathered here are the diplomatic 
representatives of the nations which 
are banded together against the auto- 
cratic Government whose insatiable 
ambition has plunged this world into 
an unutterable horror of death and 
desolation. Here is visibly represented 
the unity of purpose which will carry 
this war to a successful conclusion. 

“This war is a war for democracy. 
It is a war' of freé, self-governing 


Germany who would enslave the world 
as they have enslaved their own peo- 
ple and their unfortunate allies. The 
Imperial German Government has 
long been possessed by the lust of 
world dominion. It is the old mad- 
ness for universal) empire. Today the 
great democracies of the world, here 
representéd, stand shouldér to shoul- 
der in defense of human liberty and 
the foundations of modern civiliza- 
tion. 

“The United Statés, like all nations in 
which the will of the people is the sov- 
éreign will, was slow to act. The Amer- 
ican people abhor war for war’s sake. 
They hoped that the German Govern- 
ment would realize that the world would 
never again submit to a military des- 
potism. 

‘The hope was vain. We saw the wild 
beast of Central Europe in abominations 
of barbarism revived at the imperial 
will. We saw the assassins of the sea 
and of the air rejoice over the wanton | 
slaughter of defenseless women and chil- 
dren, and we saw the same butchers re- 
warded ‘and praised by their masters. 

‘“‘Aroused at last to a full appreciation 
of the evil character of the military 
oligarchy of Germany, the American 
people realized that the liberty and peace 
of the world were at stake. 

No Sacrifice Too Great. 

“We have cast.our lot with the brave 
nations which are fighting for democ- 
racy. We have taken up the sword and 
with God's help will not lay it down un- 
til Prussian despotism has yielded to the 
united democracies of the world, and lib- 
erty is made sure for all time. No sac- 
rifice is too. great, to accomplish this 
great purpose. We entered the war de- 
liberately. We have counted the cost 
and we are ready to pay the price. 
There can be but one end to this titanic 
struggle, the triumph of democracy over 
absolutism.”’ 

Ambassador 
said, in part: 

“In behalf of my colleagues, all rep- 
resenting countries where the allies of 
the United States are fighting for lib- 
erty against despotism. 

“We are in this war; we shall con- 
tinue until.the end. We did not lose so 
many of our kin not to continue it un- 
til the enemy is vanquished. We fight 
that nations, large and small, may be 
given a free government. We fight in 
order that the world and the future 
will not know the sufferings of Poland, 
Bohemia or Syria or Alsace-Lorraine. 
suffering under the feet of a hated 
enemy, that such things may exist no 
more. 

“The best proof of the future is the 
past. We accept the omen, America 
has never lost a war.’’ 


War conditions cut deep into the pro- 
gram for the commencement at which 
20h men Were graduated. Many of the 
degrees were conferred in absentia be- 
cause the recipients are in training 
camps or war service. A number of 
graduates were in military uniforms 
when they received their degrees. 

Honorary degrees were bestowed on 
Ambassadors and Ministers of the allied 
countries at war with Germany—on 
Secretary Lansing, Herbert C. Hoover 
and others—the ceremony being part of 
& patriotic demonstration on the steps 
of Nassau Hall. The foreign diplomats 
arrived after the regular commencement 
exercises were over. 


At the exercises at Nassau Hall, 
President Hibben, addressing the Ara- 
bassadors and Ministers, said in part: 

“While. we admire the power and 
glory of your countries. that which 
warms our hearts and binds us to you 
by the indissoluble ties of comradcship 
is the knowledge that you represent 
people who have suffered, and are suf- 
fering patiently, bravely and with an 
unquenchable hope. In the name of 
Princeton we pledge you our readinew 
io Sight.and to suffer with you.”

ROYALIST CLUB 


Efforts Being Made to Maintain 
Order; Food Situation 
Improves. 


ATHENS, June 16.—M. Jonnart, the 
High Commissioner representing France, 
Great Britain and Russie, who recent- 
ly brought about the abdication of King 
Constantine, has published the follow- 
ing proclamation addressed to the Hel- 
lenes: 


“France, Great Britain and Russia de- 
sired the independence, greatness and 
prosperity of Greece. They intend to <e- 
fend the brave little land they have lib- 
erated against the united efforts of tha 
Turks, Bulgarians and Germans, They 
are here to checkmate the maneuvers uf 
the hereditary enemies of the kingdon. 
They will put an énd to the repeated 
violations of the Constitution, of treaties 
and the deplorable intrigues which led 
up to the massacre of soldiers of the al- 
lies. 

“Yesterday Berlin was in command of 
Athens and was gradually leading the 
people under the yoke of the Bulgarians 
and Germans. We resolved to re-estab- 
lish the constitutional] rights and unity 
of Greece. The protecting Powers, there- 
fore, demanded the abdication of the 
King. They have no intention of tam- 
pering with the constitutional preroga- 
tives; they have other aims, namely, to 
assure the regular and constitutional 
progress of the country to which the late 
King George, of Glorious Memory, has 


always been scrupulously faithful, but 


which King Constantine has ceased to 
respect. 
Pledge to Safeguard Liberty. 

“Hellenes! The hour of reconciliation 
has arrived. Your destinies are closely 
associated with those of the protecting 
Powers; your ideals are the same as 
theirs, your hopes are identical. We 
appeal to your good sense and patriot- 
ism. 

“Today the bleckade is raised. Any 
reprisal against Greeks, to whatever 
party they belong, will be pitilessly re- 
pressed. No breach of the peace will be 
tolerated. The liberty and prosperity of 
everyone will be safeguarded. 

“This is a new era of peace and labor 
which is opening before you. Know 
that, respectful of the national sover- 
eignty, the protecting Powers have no 
intention of forcing upon the Greek peo- 
ple general mobilization! 

“Long live Greece, united and free!’’ 

Former King Constantine, who ab- 
dicated the Greek throne last Tues- 
day, now has left Greek territory. 

Trying to Maintain Order. 

Both the Government and the high 
commissioner representing the first 
army corps has ordered the tempor- 
ary closing of the military club, 
where Royalist officers were accus- 
tomed to meet. The authorities at 
Piraeus have posted notices in the 
streets summoning all those who 
possess arms to deliver them to the 
authorities by tomorrow. Thereafter 
all persons found concealing arms 
will be Mable to severe punishment 
in accordance with French law. More 
allied troops weré landed at Piraeus 
today. 

The food situation is improving. A 
steamer is discharging a cargo of 
4000 tons of wheat at Piraeus. Other 
wheat cargoes are expected to arrive 
within 24 hours. Normal conditions 
of navigation in Greék waters grad- 
ually are being restored. 


Correspondent Describes Departare of 

King Constantine From Greece. 

LONDON, June 16.—The Times cor- 
respondent at Athens telegraphs un- 
der Thursday's date as follows: 

“The departure of King Constan- 
tine with Queen Sophie, the Crown 
Prince and Princesses and Prince 
Paul, which I witnessed this morn- 
ing at Oripors, a small port in the 
Gulf of Euboea, took place very 
quietly. The roya)] family arrived in 
motor cars shortly after 11 o’clook. 
The King was pale but erect and com- 
posed. He took a bouquet of flowers 
which a small child on the top of » 


wall thrust out to him. The people 
gave subdued cheers and the peasants 
on the jetty knelt as the King and 
Queen passed by them. The King 
made way for the Queen, bidding the 
people let them pass, and the royal 
family then quietly entered the wait- 
ing motor launch and were borne to 
their vessel. The King was digni- 
fied ahd bowed and saluted, tut he 
scarcely uttered a word from the mo- 
ment of his arrival until the launch 
cast off. Several of his friends were 
weeping. One man threw himself in 
the water in an endeavor apparently 
to follow the royal boat, but he was 
rescued. The King and his family 
are eventually going to 8t. Moritz, 
Switzerland, through Italy.” 

The Dally Mail Athens correspond- 
ent describes two scenes in the pal- 
ace when King Constantine announced 
to his family that he was forced to 
abdicate and that his oldest son must 
abandon his right. The Queen burst 
into tears and fell on the couch and 
spoke not a word. The younger 
Princesses were equally overcome.

LONDON, June 16.—On the battle front 
south of Ypres, in Flanders, British 
troops made additional gains today and 
tooa some more prisoners, says the of- 
ficial report from British headquarters 


tonight. Fighting occurred during the 
day. the statement adds, In. a sector of 
the Hindenburg line, northwest of Bulle- 
court, where the british made an ad- 
vance Friday. : 

The statement says: 

“During the day fighting has agar 
taken place in a sector of the Hinden- 
burg line northwest of sellecourt. Our 
troops have made progress and cap: 
tured more prisoners on the battle- 
front south of Ypres. The artillery 
activity on both sides has continued at 
intervals throughout the day. 

‘Particularly successful work was 
done by our airplanes yesterday both 
in co-operation with our artillery and 
in reconnaisance work and bombing 
raids. Many air fights took place in 
which large numbers of machines wer? 
engaged. As a result of the fighting 
six German airplanes were brought 
down, one falling in our lines. Ten 
other enemy machines were driven 
down out of control. Our losses were 
one machine missing."’ 

The statement issued earlier 
said: 

“The positions we captured on Thurs- 
day evening south of the Ypres-Com- 
ines Canal wére attacked by the enemy 
after heavy artillery preparation. A few 
Germans who succeeded in reaching our 
front trenches were at once killed or 
driven out, and the attack was com- 
pletely repulsed at all points.”

RUSSIA EXPOSES. 
A NEW SEPARATE 
PEACE EFFORT 


PETROGRAD, June 16.—Fresh at- 
tempts on the part of the Germans to 
conclude peace with Russia have been 
exposed, with the result that the expul- 
sion from Russia has been ordered of a 
prominent Socialist internationalist, a 
citizen of Switzerland, Robert Grimm. 
Two days ago the provisional govern- 
ment received from a reliable source a 
copy of a dispatch addressed by Hoff- 
man, a member of the Swiss federal 
council, to Grimm. 

Apart from the separate peace offer 
contained in the dispatch, Hoffman re- 
ported that Germany and her allies were 
ready to begin general and immediate 
peace negotiations if Russia’s allies were 
willing. 

The provisional government apparently 
was informed that this dispatch had 
been handed to Grimm by the Swiss 
minister at Petrograd. The government 
requested the Socialist members of the 
Cabinet, M. Tseretelli and M. Skobe- 
leff, to demand explanations from 
Grimm, who was beginning to play a 
prominent role in Petrograd as the 
mouthpiece of the internationalist pa- 
cificist propaganda. 


Denial Not Accepted, 
An Official statement issued today de- 
clares that Grimm denied to the Cabinet 
members that the Swiss minister had 


transmitted to him such a dispatch, de-| & 


nouncing the whole affair as a clumsy 
German maneuver. Grimm added that 
when at Berne and Stockholm he had 
refused to enter into any such negotia- 
tions and that as a Socialist he refused 
to let himself be made the instrument 
of imperialist plans. 

The two Russian ministers reported to 
the Cabinet that Grimm’s explanation 
was unsatisfactory, whereupon an im- 
mediate expulsion order was issued. 

A stirring proclamation placing the 
Council of Workmens’ and Soldiers’ 
delegates on record as irrevocably op- 
posed to a separate peace was adopted 
today by the council. The proclama- 
tion was prompted by Austrian efforts 
to lure Russia into a separate peace, 
and exhorts Russians ‘‘to rally around 


the banner of reVolution and increase 


the energy of the military power for 
the defense of freedom.”’ 

The proclamation cites the receipt of 
& wireless telegram from Prince Leo- 
pold (Prince Leopold of Bavaria is the 
commander of the German armies on 
the Russian front) asserting that the 
Governments of the central Powers are 
ready to conclude peace with Russia 
and asking Russia to send delegates to 
confer with them. The reply of the 
ecouncl! is a declaration of its attitude 
and Minister of War Kerensky has 
caused it to be sent to all troops on 
land and sea and it has been widely 
circulated throughout the country. 

“Prinee Leopold says he offers a peace 
which need not necessitate a break with 
the allies. He says that because he

knows an offer of « separate peace with} 


Germany will be rejected by our 
troops,” reads the proclamation. 

Discussing the projected truce with 
Austria the delegates declared today 
they have not forgotten the Stokhod and 
continue: 

“Leopold has forgotten. The Russians 
know to what places German divisions 
have been transferred—the Russians 
hear the roar of bloody fighting on the 
Franco-British front, know that the 
wreck of the allies means the wreck of 
the free armies of Révolutionary Russia 
—that it means not only new graves of 
our brothers, but the wreck of revolu- 
ticnary freedom.”” — 

To Follow Own Way. 

The proclamation declares that Russia 
will follow its own way to a general 
peace in spite of provocatory efforts, 
and says: 

“Russia has undertaken to unite the 
democracies of all fighting countries in 
the struggle against world autocracy, 
but her plan will never be realized if 
German imperialism is able to utilize 
Russia’s longing for peace to disunite 
her from her allies and ruin her army. 

‘‘The revolutionary democracy of Rus- 
sia is seeking a route to peace through 
an appeal by the government created by 
democratic Russia to the governments 
of its allies and by means of an inter- 
netional conference of Socialists. 

‘Let the army by its energy and cour- 
age give power to the voice of democ- 
racy!”

These men who have been doing 10 
hours of hard work a day will keep right 
at it, but they will do more with their 
heads and less with their toughened 
muscles. 

Henceforth each man will alm his en- 
deavors at his own line of work, that ts, 
the branch of the service he will enter. 
The cavalry, for a while, will continue 
in infantry work, but the artillery, and 
the field artillery and the aviation 
students will specialize. 

There is no limit to the rank to which 
these students may rise as officers, but 
the present school is intended to fit them 
only for company officers. It is pre- 
sumed that the commissions to be given 


to the recommended graduates of this! 


school are to be for Captain and First 
ond Second Lieutenant. The work they 
are taught will be only that which 
would fall to the lot of a company of- 
ficer. The mysteries of higher command 
may be acquired later. Now they are 
to learn the things they need to know, 
and there ie not enough time to teach 
them that. 

Of the many and various duties and 
oualifications of army officers of those 
ranks, they will skip many and concen- 
trate on one. They are to join the fight- 
ing force, and to that end they will be 
trained, so that they may fight and teach 
their men how to fight. In West Point, 
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aid, all receive ‘much consideration in 
the coming weeks. 
“Gas; attack and defense” is a subject 


for one week. Considering the enemy, 
I was giad to see that the use of gas in 
the attack is in the curriculum. The use 
fof hand grenades and defense against 
such an attack also is to be taken up. 
Over by tne great stone riding hall, be- 
tween the swinging bayonet targets and 
the small-bore targets, they have begun 
an entrenchment work, and this subject 
will be @ most popular one.

WHAT CHANGES HAS THE SCHOOL 
MADE IN THE MEN? . 

The greatest changes made in the 
scholars is the psychological one which 
has altered their view of life. Turning 
a civilian into a soldier, while it ts at 
this moment the most worthy and ur- 
gent need of civilization and democracy, 
is, in fact, turning a producer into a 
destroyer, an earner into a waster, a 
builder into a spoiler. The earnest and 
intelligent young men at this school ap- 
preciate that, and they have altered 
their aspect of things accordingly. The 
hundreds of little things that filled their 
lives are forgotten in the one big thing 
which now dominates them, to wit: How 
best to qualify for the job of destroying 
the foe. They are going to be soldiers 
in a terrible war, and they want to be 
the possessors of the greatest possible 
punch when they fret in the mud of the 
trenches. Their business now is to fight 
against the most efficient army in the 
world, and you would not recognize 
some of the soft-eyed boys from home. 


The change in physique is not s0 
marked, because it has resulted in 
general evening up of the men. The fats 
are putting off flesh and the leans are 
putting on flesh, and the general tone of 
complexions is growing uniform. Forty 
have dropped out because of physica! 
disabilities developed by the hard work. 
This is not a great number when you 
consider that there are 2600 men hera. 
There probably will be more when the 
final physical examinations are made. 
The health of the camp has been good 
through the first month. When 2500 men 
are in one camp, there always is some- 
body sick, but the number here has been 
small. 


WHAT IS THE CHANCE FOR A 


COMMISSION? 

Bach company here has 165 men, and 
there are 15 companies.

WHAT CLASS OF MEN HAS PROVEN 
THE BEST? 


In seeking an answer to this ques- 
tion I talked to a dozen officer-teach- 
ers and higher officers.

They agreed 
there was no answer. No class pro- 
duces the best soldier students. The 
good student may have been most any- 
thing before he came here, and the bad 
student may have been in the same 
line as the good student. As to ages, 
the officers prefer the men over 30, but 
some of the younger men are of ex- 
ceptional promise. 

All the company commanders are 
studiously refraining from making 
up their minds as to the qualities 
of the men at this time, because of 
the surprising changes that are de- 
veloping. [ 

“There is a man in my company,” 
said the Captain, “who seemed duite 
hopeless to me two weeks ago. He 
is more than 40 years old, and his 
brain seemed to be asleep. He was 
in a sort of lethargy. Then he 
commenced, and I consider him now 
one of the very top men of the com- 
pany. The older men do not start 
as rapidly as the younger one. It 
seems to take them longer to read- 
just themselves to the changed con- 
dition, and the hard physical strain 
reacts more directly upon their 
minds. But once they get to the top 
of that grade, and begin hitting on 
all cylinders, they make the young- 
sters hustle.” 

Given a man of 25 and a man of 
385 or 40, of the same mental and 
physical qualifications, .the army 
would prefer to give a commission to 
the older man. He is likely to have 
a better contro! of his men, he prob- 
ably will maintain better discipline 
and it is presumed that his more ma- 
ture judgment will be of value. 


IS THIS SYSTEM OF TRAINING OF- 
FICERS A SUCCESS? 

The answer to this question must 
be found some months or years hence 
behind the barrage fire in Flanders 
and under the arc of the 15-inch 
shells. But the indications here pofnt 
to a favorable report. The teachers, 
to a man, say it ic the’ best plan 
available, time and facilities consid- 
ered. The army, unquestionably is 
doing its best. It has howled for 
many years for more money and more 
men, but Congress and the people 
were deaf. Since the European war 
began it has shrieked that the Hun 
was at the gate, but there was no re- 
sponse, Then one morning We were 
at war, and the “Top side, No. 1 
Man” (army slang for the President) 
said: “Let us have a large number 
of army officers at once.”

District Attorney Karch Would Fur- 
ther Prosecute Men Dismissed in 
Magarien Child Murder Case. 
United States District Attorney Karch 
announced yesterday that he would ask 
State's Attorney Schaumleffel to issue 
warrants, charging kidnaping, against 
Lex Droit, Charlies. Burke and James 
Campbell, who were acquitted Wednes- 
day in the Circuit Coyrt at Belleville 
on charges of murder, in connection with 
the death of 3-year-old Alphonse Ma- 

garian. 

Karch said that while the men could 
not, under the law, be twice placed in 
jeopardy for the same offense, the law 
also provides that persons may be indict- 
ed and tried for two different offenses 
growing out of the same state of facts. 
He said the acquittal on the murder 
charge would not affect an allegation 
of kidnaping, except for the moral in- 
fluence. 

Karch, who had collected all the evi- 
dence on which the three men were 
tried, was greatly disappointed at the 
verdict. He had taken up the case and 
worked on it many months, after the 
police had failed to solve the mystery. 

While the evidence brought out at the 
trial concerning the actual] killing of the 
child was entirely circumstantial, much 
direct testimony that at least one of 
the defendants kidnaped the boy was 
heard. Bertha Franz, in a sworn state- 
ment, made before her death, stated 
that she lured the child into a wineroom 
and turned it over to Burke, and that 
she saw Burke administer two hypo- 
dermic injections to quiet him.

ON SHIPS OF HEAVY TONNAGE 


40,000 Tons of Sugar Sunk jn 10 Days 
—No Diminution in Submarine 
Activity This Morsth., 

LONDON, June 16:—There has been no 
diminution in the submarine activity, 
said Capt. Charles Bathurst, parlia- 
mentary secretary to the food control 
department, speaking at Cheltenham to- 
night. The ships selected for attack were 
those of heavy tonnage, he said. 

It was not unlikely, he added, that the 
June sinkings might be heavier than 
those in May, and there must be an in- 
creased production of food and de- 
creased consumption and above all care.

Set by Jefferson in France 


Precedent

In some quarters, notably among the 

pro-German Socialists, in the United 
States, the appointment of former Seo- 
retary Eluhu Root as the head of the 
specia] mission to Russia, bas been criti- 
cised as a meddlesome intrusion into 
the internal affairs of another sover- 
eign state. The criticism is based upon 
the unproved assumption that, because 
Mr. Root ia perhaps the profoundest 
constitutional lawyer in the United 
States, he has been gratuitously dis- 
patched to Russia to give counsel i: the 
formation of a new system of organic 
law for the young republic. 
Those who hoid to such view exhibit 
as little appreciation of the President's 
respect for the rights of other people to 
work out their own destiuies, as of Mr. 
Reot’s unctilious conceptions of his own 
duty as a diplomatic representative of 
the United States abroad. 

If the Russian people should desire 
to avail themselves of Mr. Root's rare 
abilities and ripe experience in the sci- 
ence of Government they would cer- 
tainly not be the losers thereby, nor 
would Mr. Root be without a prece- 
dent, established by the foremost 
Democrat in our history, under like 
circumstances, for giving his  ser- 
vices. 

Turns Back 100 Years. 

We have only to turn back a little 
over 100 years to find Thomas Jef- 
ferson, the framer of the Declaration 
of Independence, an inspired member 
of the Constitutional Convention and 
the author of the Bill of Rights of 
our Constitution, actively espousing 
the*cause of the people of ‘France 
against the King during his mission 
as United States Minister in 1788 and 
1789. From his own letters we learn 
that he counseled Lafayette to ignore 
the instructions of the nobility who 
elected him to the States-General, and 
publicly to go over to the Commons. 
Jefferson foresaw the impending 
revolution in urging ‘Lafayette to 
take sides with the people. 

“If violence should te attezapted,” 
he wrote on May 6, 1789, “where will 
you be? You can not then take side 
with the people in opposition to your 
own vote, that very vote which will 
have helped to produce the scission.” 

So keen was Jefferson's interest in th« 
unfolding tragedy that it led him to the 
indiscreet length, on June 8, 178, of 
drafting a fundamental law for the mon- 
archy, which he communicated to Mon- 
sieur de St. Etienne, “a distinguished 
member of the Tiers Etat,” the Third 
Estate, or Commons. He proposed it 
as a compromise between the king and 
the Third Estate, after the latter had 
proclamed themselves a national as- 
sembly, with whom the two other 
estates, the nobility and clergy, had 
refused to join. | 

Depended Upon the Army. 

Whichever side could win the loyalty

neither the king nor the assembly then 
knew with confidence where the army 
would stand. 

In Jefferson's letter to De St. Etienne, 
he says: 

“After you quitted us yesterday even- 
ing, we continued our conversation (M. 
de Lafayette, Mr. Short and myself) 
on the subject of the difficulties which 
environ you: The desirable object »de- 
ing to secure the good which the king 
has offered, and to avod the ill which 
seems to threaten, an idea was sug- 
gested, which appearing to make an im- 


pression on M. de Lafayette, I was en- 


couraged to pursue it on my return to 
Paris, to put it into form, and now to 
send it to you and to him.. It is this: 
that the King, in a seance royale, 
should come forward with a charter of 
rights in his hand, to be signed by him- 
self and by every member the threc 
orders. * * * I have ventured to pend 
to yourself and M. de Lafayette a sketch 
of my ideas of what this act might con- 
tain, without endangering any dispute.’’ 


Charter Submitted. 

It {s interesting here to set out the 
charter which Jefferson submitted, 
wholly without instructions from his 
own Government, but prompted by ‘“‘im- 
measurable love for your nation,”’ in 
the hope of averting the sanguinary 
of the 10 years of interna! 
strife immediately following: 


“A Charter of Rights, solemnly estab- 
lished by the King and nation. 

‘1. The States-General shall assemble, 
uncaled, on the first day of November 
annually, and shall remain together so 
long as they shall see cause. They shall 
regulate their own elections and pro- 
ceedings, and until they shal] ordain 


-otherwise, their election shall be in the 


forms observed in the present year, and 
shall be triennial. 

‘2. The States-General alone shall levy 
money on the nation, and shall appropri- 
ate it. 

‘3. Laws shall be made by the States- 
General only,’ with the consent of the 
King. 

“4. No person shall be restrained of 
his liberty, but by regular process from 
a court of justice, authorifed by a gen- 
eral law. (Except that a noble may be 
imprisoned by order of a court of jus- 
tice, on the prayer of 12 of his nearest 
relations). On complaint of an unlaw- 
ful imprisonment, to any Judge. what- 
ever, he shall have the prisoner immedi- 
ately brought before him, and shall dis- 
charge him, if his imprisonment be un- 
lawful. The officer in whose custody 
the prisoner is, shall obey the orders of 
the Judge; and both Judge and officer 
shall be fesponsible, civilly and crim- 
inally, for a failure of duty herein. 

‘5. The military shall be subordinate 
to the civil authority. 

“Printers shall be liable to legal 
prosecution for printing and publishing 
false facts, injurious to the party prose. 
cuting, but they shall be under no other 
restraint. 

“7. All pecuniary privileges and ex- 
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persons, are abolished. 
Offer to Pay King’s Debts. 

‘g all debts already contracted by 
the King, are hereby made the debts of 
the nation, and the faith thereof is 
pledged for the payment in due time. 

‘9 Eighty millions of livres are now 
granted to the King, to be raised by 
joan, and reimbursed by the nation, and 
the taxes heretofore paid, shall con- 
tinue to be paid to the end of the pres- 
ent year and no longer. 

19, The States-General shall now 
separate, and meet again on the first 
day of November, next. 

“Done, on behalf of the whole nation. 
by the King and their representatives in 
the States-General at Versailles, this 
—day of June, 1789. 

“Signed by the King and by every 
member individually, and in his pres- 
ence.” 

The King was willing to concede ali 
these rights, it was thought, particu- 
larly under the promise of eighty mil- 
lions of livres to relieve the bankruptcy 
brought on by his extravagance. The 
scheme, in fact, was little better than 
a purchase of their rights by the peo- 
ple of the King for cash. 


But Deke ane aah Gahere of the 
Assembly rejected Jefferson's compro- 
mise, of which he wrote 3 years later: 

‘They thought otherwise, and events 
have proved their lamentable error. For, 
after 80 years of war, foreign and dr- 
mestic, the loss of millions of lives, the 
prostration of private happiness, and the 
foreign subjugation of thelr own coun- 
try for a time, they have obtained no 
mere, nor even that securely. 

The revolution was on. in July and 
Jefferson witnessed the first bloodshel, 
in the collisfon between the people and 
the German mercenaries brought to 
Paris by the King. Following the ini- 
tial triumph of the people and the ap- 
pointment of a committee to draft a 
Constitution, Jefferson was paid the sig- 
nal honor of being publicly invited to 
deliberate with them; but he declined, 
doclaring “‘his duties were limited to the 
concerns of his own country and for- 
bade him to intermeddle with the in- 
ternal transactions of that In which he 
had been received under a specific char- 
acter only.” : 
Jefferson Gave Atd. 

Nevertheless, Jefferson did take part 
privately in the deliberations of sub- 
committees, which visitea him at’ hia 
hotel and the imprint of his genius was 
left oun the Constitution which the King 
was soon compelled to subscribe to. 

With such a precedent of active in- 
trusion into the concerns of another 
disordered State, by so distinguished ar 
American, serving as a @iplomatic agent,

LONDON, June 16.—Financial Lon- 
don regards the subscription to your 
war loan as a very notable financial 
achievement.

That the 
loan should have been taken as it 
was at a moment when you had just 
been raising unprecedented sums for 
Kuropean loans, and when your pev- 
ple could scarcely have recovered 
from the shock of being. after all, 
brought into the war, emphasizes the 
characted of the result. 

There has been some _ discussion 
here as to whether the option for 
future conversion of this issue into 
future loans was the best policy; 
whether, in other words, it might net 
increase the problem of those other 
issues. Nevertheless, the outcome of 
this loan shows that your resources 
are ample to meet every com taeeney: 
The main thing now required is skil- 
ful management of your financial 
machinery, so that no unnecessary 
spasms of money stringency shal! 
occur. 

We are awaiting with interest the 
particulars as to number of separate 
subscriptions and their division be- 
tween individuals and institutions. 
When we raised our $3,000,000,000 
through our loan subscription of 1915 
$1,000,000,000 was contributed by 
bankers; vet the total number of ap- 
plicants was about 1,100,000. 

Last Loan Subscribers, 

In the last loan, when over $5,000,000,000 
was subscribed by the actual public, the 
total individual applicants, including 
war saving certificates, numbered \6,289,- 
000. Its success’ was very largely du 
to the very extensive press campaign, 
supported by organized efforts of the 
War Savings Associations, but bankers’ 
advances to customers also played an 
extensive part; so that, while the final 
installment has now been paid on the 
war loan, much still remains to be re- 
paid by the public to the banks. 

There is a feeling here that your bank- 
ers may have to curtail your loans to 
neutral countries, with a view to the 
retention of gold supplies’. You and the 
allies are now jointly concerned in a 
very great scheme of expanding credits; 
to finance the war to-the close involves 
adequate enlargement of your own gold 
base.

It is difficult to ascertain the exact re- 
sult of the submarine campaign on our 
import trade.

“One has sometimes seen a healthy in- 
dividual tying on his back in profound

of being in great distress. He is apparent- 
ly being slowly asphyxiated. His tongue

—- of the windpipe and respiration can only 
ee be conducted with great difficulty. But 
if one turn such a person on his side and 
draw the tongue gently forward, ~ the 
breathing immediately becomes easy, and 
if one wake the sleeper to ask if he were 
conscious of any distress during his slum- 


ber, he is certain to say, “No.” I have 
often seen healthy sleepers apparently suf- 
fer more than the dying, without, how- 
ever, knowing anything at all about it.

recovery he was informed by friends that in his delirium he had shrieked 

and fought as though suffering untold agonies. As a matter of fact, he had, 
all the while, been entirely free from pain, anxiety or fear.” 

Dr. Mac Kenna then relates a personal experience: 

“One of the worst cases of convulsions I ever saw occurred in a woman 
of 28. I was present at the moment of the onset and saw agony graven in 
sharp characters on the patient’s face. Yet when the convulsions were over 
and the patient slowly recovered consciousness she opened her eyes and 
said: ‘I have had a nice little sleep.’ 

“Of course,”’ continues the doctor, “we can never have definite first-hand 
information as tc whether the fimal act, the very act of death is painful. 
The dead man knows the secret, but the eternal silence lies upon his lips 
and he cannot tell us. We can, however, get very near the point. Persons 
who have been rescued from death by drowning and have been restored 
to consciousness only after several hours of careful treatment, testify that 
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Dr. Robert W. Mac Kenna, noted English hospital au- 
thority, after twenty years of death-bed observa- 
tions, convinced that dying is as painless as be- 
ing born—‘labored breathing” and “spasmodic 


the moment of immersion 
and before consciousness be- 
gan to fail, they suffered 
great distress. But, by and 
by, the distress gave place to 
a feeling of drowsy comfort, 
fm which they remained until 
consciousmess was complete- 
ly lost. Some of them go 
to the length of saying that 
it is much more painful to 
be resuscitated than to 
drown.” 

Dr. Mac Kenna concludes that the act of 
death, like the act of being born, is pain- 
less. 

Concerning the fear of death at its ap- 
proach the writer says: 

“A man caught in the toils of severe but 
not mortal pain will sometimes gasp out’ 
the trembling question, ‘Am I dying? 
But I cannot remember ever having been 
asked this question in precisely the same 
words by one who was actually dying. 
Most dying persons are aware that they 
are dying. They need no human tongue 


they tend to keep the knowledge to them- 
selves. Sometimes a man who is critically 
ill, in fact, dying, will ask the question, 
not, “Am I going to die?” but couched in 
other language with the same essential 
meaning, ‘Am I going to get better?’ 

“Some years ago I made the acquaint- 
ance of a nurse who, a few months before, 
in the midst of her work, had been seized 
with a formidable gastric attack. Her 
surgical experience had taught her that 
her position was one of great jeopardy, 
and she knew that though an operation 
might save her, death stared her in the 
face. The operation was performed and 
she recovered. I asked her whether, in 
the shadow of imminent death, she had 
felt amy fear and her answer was: 

“*No. I have a natural human shrink- 
ing from death when in perfect health, 
but when on the edge of the precipice I 
had no fear.’” 

Dr. Mac Kenna continues: 

“Those who meet death suddenly by 
accident, in all probability, are not sur- 
prised by fear. A young man who fell 
from the roof of a lofty building and 
escaped miraculously with a few bruises, 
assured me that in his long fall.to earth, 
which seemed to cover an eternity, he did 
not feel the slightest fear; and I have 
been told by three medical men, each of 
whom narrowly escaped drowning under 
different circumstances, that when their 
fate seemed certain all fear had been taken 
from them. 

“One of them told me that at the 
moment of his greatest danger he felt 
quite unconcerned and did not experi- 
ence the slightest anxiety until he was 
about to be rescued, when 'he was un- 
expectedly assailed by a timorous won- 
der whether the rescue boat would reach 
him in time. SO LONG AS HE 


HAD NO HOPE OF SAFETY HE HAD NO FEAR. Another assures me that 
the alarm which attended the discovery that he was being swept away pow- 
erless before the tide, gave place, as his strength became exhausted, to a com- 
fortable feeling of indifferemce and his last thought before he lost con- 
sciousness was one of comfortable amusement. He saw a fussy but futile 
gentleman dash frantically from the beach into the sea with heroic but un- 
determinate intentions of bringing succor and after a wetting retire hastily 
to the beach. This was the last thing he remembers before losing conscious- 
ness and the sight provoked him to the thought, “What a funny thing to do.’ 

“Dr. Livingston, mauled by a lion and in imminent danger of death, spent 
the time thinking which part of him the beast would devour first.” 

Dr. Mac Kenna then relates an incident told by A. C. Benson, the English 
essayist. When climbing in the Alps the essayist fell over the edge of a 
crevasse and for a period of 20 minutes there was nothing between him and 
death but the strands of a frail rope and

“Let us imagine,” he says, “that the brain, the organ that links up 
the bedy with the sources of thought and action, is a railway ter- 
minus into which run lines from all parts of the country. There are 
lines from the eyes, the ears, the feet, the hands and every 
muscle in the body. In the heat of battle, trains loaded with messages 
are down line to every muscle. On a well ordered rail- 
way system, certain trains have priority, while others are held back 
until congestion is relieved and some of the tracks are cleared. 


“A wise station master will see that a slow freight train does not 
get in the way and block the progress of a passenger express; and the 
mind, acting in this role, takes care that no train laden with fear finds 
its way out of the terminus to throw the other traffic into confusion. 
There are no tracks to spare for such a cargo; the whole railway sys- 
tem is occupied with the supply of more urgent necessities. 

“By ea similar observation one can explain the frequently repeated 
statement that in the heat of battle a soldier may sustain a formidable 
wound and feel no pain whatever and even be unaware that he has 
been hit. The injured limb or organ dispatches an express train along 
the line of some sensory nerve to the railway terminus in the brain; 
but on drawing near the terminus the signals are found to be against 


C= the absolute indifference of the trained soldier to 


it and it cannot force its way through the press of traffic into the 
station. It is therefore sidetracked. But just as an ordinary train will 
try to call the attention of the signalman by blowing its whistle when 
the signal is against it, so a sensation of pain may succeed in calling 
the attention of the brain to its existence by sending on a message, not 
of pain, but of heaviness or pressure. This may have the effect of 
opening a path for the whole train to run through, and the wounded 
man begins to discover that he has been hit or hurt. But in most 
cases a long interval elapses between the infliction of the wound and 


_ the realization of the soldier that he has been wounded. 


“T have been informed by a soldier who had a large piece blown 
out of his thigh that he was quite unaware of his injury for several 
minutes. His attention was attracted by hearing his foot ‘squelch’ 
every time he moved it. On looking down he saw that his boot was full 
of blood; then, almost immediately, he felt a dull ache im the thigh, 
followed very shortly by a sensation of acute pain. 

“In this case, to return to our illustration, the messages of pain 
from tlle wounded thigh had been held up by congestion of traffic 
near the terminus. We may imagine that the impeded train tried to 
call the attention of the signalman, but failed to do so until a message 
sent from the suburban station of Sight, not far from the Terminus, 
got through and informed the station master that a very important 
train from a remote part of the country was being held up. The levers 
were then at once drawn and the sensation of pain passed on to the 
sensorium.”

“The position of our rescue was in 46:19 
N., 9:13 W., and about 160 miles from the 
nearest land, which was the northern 
coast of Spain. We had sailed about 200 
miles in a southeasterly direction. i 
doubt if we should have survived another 
night after our last issue of water. 

“I cannot speak with sufficient gratitude 
of the extreme kindness and solicitation 
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which were shown us by all on board. Our 
wet clothes were at once stripped off and 
dry ones put on, hot tea and cognac were 
poured down our parched and swollen 
throats, then we were put to bed in steam- 
heated first-class cabins. Our feet and 
hands were swollen to twice the normal 
size and several of us narrowly escaped 
frostbite. All that night the Venezia’s 
stewards were kept busy providing water 
for our unquenchable thirst.”

Yet fiction is but the mirror of fact, slightly out of 
focus, it is true, but a mirror withal. In the story of 
Raja Brooke of Ssrawak, a true story, are all the ele- 
ments of a fiction story such as Mayne Reid and Jack 
London wrote. The recent death of Charles Brooke of 
the House of Sarawak recalls it, one of the most daring 
adventure stories in history. 

It began in 1835, when one James Brooke was be- 
queathed a legacy of $150,000 by an uncle. Previous to 
this stroke of fortune Brooke had held a position in the 
Indian civil service, but chafing under its restrictions, his 
spirit yearned for a more expanded and daring career. 
The $150,000 legacy gave him just the chance for which 
he fretted. At this sudden windfall, he promptly threw 
up his civil service job and purchased the 142-ton schoon- 
er yacht Royalist. From one source Or another he had 
gathered that if a man in those days was hungry for 
the spice of desperate adventure in little-known regions, 
there was no likelier part to find it fairly boiling than 
in the Malay Archipelago. So he fitted out the Royalist 
with arms and supplies and took alwoard a crew after 
his own heart, and set sail for Singapore. On arrival 
there he learned that the Sultan of Bruni, the ruling 
chief of Borneo, was at grips with revolutionary plots, 
pirates and other forms of lively trouble, and shook out 
his sails in a hurry for that destination. In fact, he 
had such a hustle on for Borneo that a suspicious craft 
that wanted him to stop got a broadside for an answer, 
and Brooke’s crew a first taste of exciting times ahead. 
Needless to say, the Sultan welcomed Brooke’s offer of 
assistance with enthusiasm. His authority was pretty 

near the vanishing point, and, no doubt, the Royalist 
outfit looked to him the right kind of crowd to help re- 
establish it. 

At the start, there is a story told of Brooke which 
must have convinced the Sultan that this foreign ad- 
venturer was just the type of man to bring order’out of 
chaos in Borneo. While Brooke was a guest of the 
Sultan, a considerable sum of money and some trinkets 
were stolen.

As to the clause that no one was to interfere with 
Brooke, he was left to take care of that matter himself. 
He had pretty well smashed the Dyak head hunters, but 
the Chinese pirates were another story. They organized 
a secret society, with headquarters unknown, and put 
forth their united strength to down a@ Man who was 
clearly determined to finish their depredations. It was 
at this juncture that Brooke sought the aid of the British 
navy, which, in conjunction with his own armed vessel |, 
hunted down the pirates wherever they could be caught. 
It was a war of extermination between Brooke and the 
pirates. About this time Brooke’s nephew, Charlies John- 
son Brooke, a Lieutenant in the British navy, resigned 
his commission and joined his uncle. In 1857 the pi- 
rates made a combined surprise attack on Kuching. They 
gucceeded in burning the place and murdering some of 
the white settlers. Raja Brooke was for once caught un- 
prepared, and only saved his life by swimming the inlet 
to the safety of the jungle. His nephew, however, ral- 
lied some of the Raja's followers and counter attacked. 
The fight was still in doubt when news was brought of 
a British warship sailing in. The war vessel caught the 
pirates in full flight and sent the main part of their junk 
fleet to the bottom. After this the pirates were gradually 
eliminated from Borneo waters. 


Raja James Brooke was afterward created a Baronet 
by Queen Victoria, and in 1868 was succeeded b) his 
nephew, the recently deceased Raja Sir Charlies Brooker. 
Raja Charles Brooke did not at first inherit an easy 
throne, for by this time the new Sultan of Bruni was ge‘- 
ting jealous of his brother potentate of Sarawak and 
backed another of Raja James Brooke's nephews to start 
a revolution. Raja Charles Brooke, however, suppressed 
the revolution and thereafter gave his attention to d¢- 
veloping the resources of his principality. He built_Ku- 
ching into a fair-sized modern town, owning the only 
carriage roads in Borneo, and_ containing up-to-date 
ifghting and water systems. He organized a small, but 
well-drilled and equipped military force, and established 
educational and other public institutions. His resi- 
dence, called Astana—the Sanscrit for palace—overlooks 
the inlet and suggests a combination of castle and bun- 
galow architecture. Internally are spacious, lofty rooms, 
furnished throughout in European style. Nearby he laid 
out two model stock farms, from which Kuching is sup- 
plied with butter and milk. He did his best to stir up 
enterprise among his subjects, but as they prefer sun- 
basking to real work, Sarawak still imports most of its 
needed rice food. Some valuable coal deposits have been 
discovered and partly worked. For exports, Sarawak is 
chiefly known in the world markets for sago and pepper, 
especially the latter. In 1907 she made a record of 5177 
tons, so that when one recalls the effect of it recklessly 
used, 5000 tons at one crop sounds like a pretty big com- 
mercial sneeze from Sarawak. 


The new Raja of Sarawak, Sir Charles Vyner Brooke, 
is the eldest son of Raja Charles Brooke and. is styled by 
the natives Raja Muda. Since his father retired to his 
country estate in England’ at Chesterton House, Ciren- 
cester, he has practically ruled over the principality.

It was to 
bring some sort of civilization into all this that Brooke 
set his hand. If obstacles only served to stir his energy 
afresh, hair-breadth escapes which gradually retired his 
followers, left him the more determined to win out in 
the next venture. By 1841 he had so widely re-established

the Sultan’s rule that he was granted in recognition of 
it the territory of Sarawak, 50,000 acres. The original 
deed reads: 

“That the country and government of Sarawak is made 
over to Mr. Brooke (to be held under the crown of 
Bruni), with all its revenue and dependencies, on the 
yearly payment of $2500. That Mr. Brooke is not to 
infringe upon the customs or religion of the people; 
and, in return, that no person is to interfere with him 
in the management of the country.” 

Thus was the Brooke dynasty of Sarawak rajas found- 
ed, to be declared subsequently independent of Bruni, 
and again, some years later, to accept a protectorate 
within the British empire. 

Brooke established his capital city at Kuching, then 
little more than a collection of huts on the bank of 
the sea inlet of the same name. If the Sultan’s pro- 
claimed deed of gift seemed well enough, the revenues 
of Sarawak were little more than a joke. It was pretty

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HAT it means to be in an 
open boat, more than 
300 miles from shore, 
thinly clad and poorly 

provisioned, when the fierce March 

trades carry icicles and mountain- 
ous waves before them, is described 
in the log of Capt: Benjamin Chave 
of the Alnwick Castle, a British 
steamer which was sent to the bot- 
tom by a German submarine on 

March 19 last. 

The craft was tqrpedoed at dawn, 320 miles from 
the Scilly Islands, the graveyard of the Lusitania and 
scores of other objects of Prussian ruthlessness. 

Capt. Chave, in the log, which he sent to the owners 
of the Alnwick Castle, and which has just been made 
public, tells the story of the dauntless courage and 
sufferings of the survivors of the craft, prefacing it 
with @ short account of the sinking of the ship:

T the time of the disaster there were 
on. board, besides 100 members of 
my own crew and 14: passengers, 
the captain and 24 of the crew of 
the collier transport Trevose, 


boats at 5:30 p. m. on the previous 
day, their ship having been torpedoed at 11 a. m. that 
day, two Arab firemen being killed by the explosion, 
which wrecked the engine room: I reported this 
rescue by wireless after dark. The captain of the Tre- 
vose reported having scon- another steamer blown up 
while in his boat, probably by the same submarine. 

“At 5 a. m. on the morning of the disaster I was 
called, in obedience to my written night orders, and I 
then gave the chief officer a written detail of the 
zigzag courses to steer, commencing at once, 

‘Lookout men had’ been arranged for previously, 
two sailors on the foremast, one in each crow’s nest 
and a steward on the fore bridge. Besides these, I had 
one cadet stationed on each side of the lower. bridge. 
The chief officer and fourth officer were on duty on 
that bridge. I was disappointed to find that the sky 
was overcast, and there were no stars available for 
observation: ee 3 

“I was being served with morning coffee about 6:10 
a. m. when thé explosion occurred, blowing up the 
hatches and bears from. No. 2 and sending up a high 
column of water armd.debris, which fell back on the 
bridge. The chief offieér put the engines full astern, 
and I directed him to get 
the boats away. 

‘“‘All our six boats were 
safely launched and left 
the ship, which was rapidly 
sinking by the head. Mr. 
Carnaby sent out the W. T. 
S$ O S signal, with the po- 
sition I gave him, several 
times, without receiving 
any acknowledgment. 


“IT destroyed by sinking 
the two bags of Admiralty 
mail which were ready in 
my cabin; also the secret 
code books and sailing or- 
ders. 

“The forecastle was now 
(6:30 a. m.) just dipping, 
though the ship maintained 
an upright position with- 
out list. The people in my 
boat were clamoring for me 
to come, as /they were 
alarmed by the danger of 
the ship plunging. The 
purser informed me that 
everyone was out of the 
ship, and If then took Mr. 
Carnaby from his post and 
we went down to No. 1- 
boat and pulled away.’ At | 
a safe distance we waited 
‘to see the end of the Aln- 
wick Castle.

“Then we observed the’ 
submarine quietly emerge 
from the sea, end on to the - 
ship, with a gun trained-on‘ 
her.

Log of Captain of British steamer sunk during the bitter March 
trades tells remarkable story of terrible sufferings and

Alnwick Castle~plunged bow first below the surface. 
Her whistle gave one blast and the main topmast 
broke off. There was ‘a smothered roar and a cloud 
of dirt and we were left in our boats, 139 people, 300 
miles from land. De 

“The submarine lay between the boats, but whether 
she spoke any of them I do not know. She proceeded 
N.E. after a steamer which was homeward bound, 
about four miles away; and soon after we saw another 
column of water, etc., and knew that she had found 
another victim. 

“I got in touch with all the boats, and from the 
number of their occupants I was satisfied that every- 
one was safely in them. The one lady passenger and 
her baby of three months old were with the steward- 
ess in the chiéf officer’s boat. (They were saved.) 
I directed the third officer to transfer four of his men 
to the second officer’s boat, to equalize the number, 
and told them all to steer between east and northeast 
for the channel. 

“We all made sail before a light westerly wind, 
which freshened before sunset, when we reefed down. 
After dark I saw no more of the other boats. That 
was Monday, March 19. 

"IT found only three men who could help me to steer, 
and’ one of these subsequently became delirious, leav- 
ing only three of us. At 2 a. m. Tuesday the wind 
and sea had increased to a force when I deemed it un- 
safe to sail any longer, also it was working to the 
northwest and north-northwest. I furled the sail and 


Streamed the sea anchor, and we used the canvas 
+boat cover to afford us some shelter from the constant 


spray and bitter wind. 
‘At daylight we found our sea anchor and the rud- 
der had both gone. There was too much sea to sail. 
We maneuvered with oars, while I lashed two oars to- 
gether and made another Bea anchor. 

“Wie spent the whole of Tuesday fighting the sea, 
struggling with oars to assist the sea anchor to head 
the boat up to the waves, constantly soaked with cold 


> 


collapsed and others temporarily lost their reason and one 
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spray and pierced with the bitter 
wind, which was now from the 
north. I served out water twice 
daily, one dipper between two men, 
which made a portion about equal 
to one-third of a condensed milk 
tin. 

“Fortunately, I had made a prac- 
tice of keeping in the boats a case 
of condensed milk and a case of 
beef, two tins of biscuits and a skein 
of amberline and some twine and palm and needle, 
besides the regulation equipment; also I had pro- 
vided a bundle of blankets for each boat. We divided 
a tin of milk between four men once a day, and a 
tin of beef (six pounds) was more than sufficient to 


_ provide a portion for each person (29) once a day. 


“At midnight Tuesda¥-Wednesday, the northerly 
wind fell light and we made sail again, the wind grad- 
ually working to northeast ahd increasing after sun- 
rise. All the morning and afternoon of Wednesday 
we kept under way until about 8 p. m., when I was 
compelled to heave to again. 

“During this day the iron step of our mast gave 
way, and our mast and sail went overboard, but we 
saved them, and were able to improvise a new step 
with the aid of an ax and piece of wood fitted to sup- 
port the boat cover strongback. 

“We were now feeling the pangs of thirst, as well 
as the exhaustion of labor and exposure and want of 
sleep. Some pitiful appeals were made for water. 
I issued an extra ration to a few of the weaker ones 
only. 


dropped for a couple of hours and séveral showers of 
hail fell. The hailstones were eagerly scraped from 
our clothing and swallowed. I ordered the sail tody 
spread out in the hope of catching water from a rain 
shower, but we were disappointed in this, for the rain 
was too light. Several of the men were getting light- 
headed and I found that they had been drinking salt 
water, in spite of my earnest and vehement order. 

“It was with great difficulty that anyone could be 
prevailed on to bale out the water which seemed to 
leak into the boat at an astonishing rate, perhaps due 
to some rivets having been started by the pounding 
she had received. 

“At 4 p. m. the wind came away again from north- 
east, and we made sail, but unfortunately it freshened 
again, and we were constantly soaked with spray, and 
had to be always bailing. Our water was now very 
low, and we decided to mix 
condensed milk with it.

“Soon after dark the sea 
became confused and 
angry. I furled the tiny 
reef sail and put out the 
sea anchor.
